Scammers target region’s senior lodges

When the phone rang last Monday, the last thing 85-year- 
old Doris Hughes expected to hear was her grandson cry¬ 
ing for help. 

“It’s Kenny, grandma ... I’ve been in a car crash and need 
some money. Please don’t tell mom and dad.” 

The request made her suspicious. 

I ler grandson was close to his family and wouldn’t hesi¬ 
tate to call them for help; neither would he ask his grand¬ 
mother for money. 

But it was the name, Kenny, that kept Hughes from slam¬ 
ming down the receiver. How could a phoney get a hold of 
her grandson’s name? 

“I know now that 1 should have hung up right away, but I 
was curious so I kept on asking questions," she said. 

The caller had an answer to everything. 

He was calling from Montreal, he told her. He moved 
there because the money was good - and if his voice sound¬ 
ed off, that’s because he broke his nose in the car accident. 


“I knew something was up for sure because Kenny works 
in the oil patch in northern Alberta and he just bought a 
house up t here, he wouldn’t just get up and leave - and for 
Montreal,” she said. 

Finally she hung up convinced the caller was no grand¬ 
son of hers. 

Hughes was the fourth resident at Chinook Winds Lodge 
in Carstairs to get a call from a phoney grandchild and 
among hundreds of elderly in Canada who fraudsters 
attempt to bilk each year. 

The latest con - called the grandparent or the emergency 
scam - plays on the heartstrings of the elderly. 

A person claiming to lie a grandchild will call - some¬ 
times in the middle of the night - saying they’ve been 
thrown in jail or had a car accident and need to lie wired 
cash. They plead with their “grandmother” not to tell other 
family members because they are embarrassed by the 
mishap. 

It’s also a plea that will help scammers avoid detection, 
said Sgt. Glen Demmon, with the RCMP Calgary 
Commercial Crime Unit. 


“These people are good salesmen and they will tell sen¬ 
iors whatever they need to keep them on the phone and ... 
give them money,” he said. 

The stories scammers tell aren’t all foolproof, but they 
can be well researched. 

Often they make cold calls to victims weeks or months in 
advance of the scam, gleaning personal information about 
the senior's family and ensuring their target is vulnerable. 

That may have been how Hughes’ caller knew her grand¬ 
son’s name, Demmon said. 

Cpl. Lou Robertson, Phonebusters’ head of criminal intel¬ 
ligence, adds that scammers will also target senior organi 
zations and senior homes - moving on when their game is 
up. 

“It’s no coincidence that four people had a call within a 
week,” he said of Chinook Winds Lodge. 

“(Fraudsters) go online and type in Alberta senior resi¬ 
dences and then target one at a time or one city at a time 
until someone catches up with them.”

Sold on Giving 


The smell of fresh-baked pasta and homemade soup drift¬ 
ing down the Didsbury High School hallways was a treat for 
students, who were unsure their deli would remain open 
this month. 

Though the Dragons Den Cafe has drawn a strong follow¬ 
ing over the years, it was slated to close in February with¬ 
out an ii\jection of $20,(XX). 

The high school could no longer ktH'p the program afloat 
on its own with declining enrolment and looming budget 
cuts iuul looked to the community for help. 

"I would never have imagined niy job description would 
include applying for grants and going after businesses to 
keep a school program going ... but perliaps this is the new 
face of education,” said principal, Garth Dagg. 

He was able to get $7,(KX) between donations from Suncor 
and the Household Goods Thrift Store, which will keep the 
deli serving until the end of March. He hopes the school will 
secure more dollars before then. 

“I’m so glad we could keep this open. The deli makes 
great food," said Stephanie Hutcheon, 17. 

Hutcheon, a student council meinlier, said she is anxious 
about the looming budget cuts expected from the provincial 
government today. 

“It seems like we are fundraising more and more to help 
things like band programs, sport teams and the deli. Are we 
going to get more cuts to those things. . . are we going to 
have to cut teachers?" she said. 

The provincial government has been looking to trim its 
budget by $2 billion, although it’s been unclear how the 
change will impact education. 

Dagg is prepared for cuts, he said. 

“I am beyond nervous. I know we are not going to lie able 
to maintain what we have,” he said. 

That could mean cutting back on instructional time for 
teachers, shuffling positions and looking to more outside 
sources to help maintain programs important to school cul¬ 
ture. 

“I think anything that doesn’t have a direct impact on

teaching, we will he left to find on our own. If we need to fix 
up our track, keep our kitchen running or replace our bas¬ 
ketball jerseys ... well either the kids pay or we find the 
money from sponsors and grants,” he said. 

The Household Goods Thrift Store, which hander! out 
$52,000 in donatioas last year alone, said it has been seeing 
an increase in community schooLs coming to them for help 
in keeping up extracurricular programs. 

“They no longer have the funds to keep these things going 
.. .and we are prepared to help. The roots of thus organiza¬ 
tion is to help youth and fund things for the betterment of 
the kids, and this does that,” said Sylvia Derksen, chair of 
the thrift store committee. 

Ross Ford Elementary and Westglen School say they 
haven’t had the funding struggles Didsbury High School has 
had - yet. 

“I think to some degree we have always relied a little on 
the comnumity and unfortunately if we want to continue to 
have programs we feel are important - like our breakfast 
and lunch program - then we have to continue on the com¬ 
munity and outside grants to support them,” said Jeff 
Thompson, principal at Westglen Middle School.

World mourns advocate

Canada and the United 
States, flew in to honour a 
man they consider one of 
the most groundbreaking 
theologists of his time. 

“I don’t know if people 
truly understand the 
impact this man had on 
the world,” said Tom 
White, director of the 
VOM-USA. 

Penner grew up on a 
farm outside of Didsbury 
with his two brothers - 
Jim and Brian - and since 
his youth cultivated a pas¬ 
sion for the ministry and 
helping others. 

But it wasn’t until he 
moved to Manitoba to 
pursue a Master of 
Christian Education that 
he was able to fuse his 
two loves into a lifetime 
career working with 
VOM-C’anada. 

While he was taking his 
master’s, he took a three- 
month mission trip to 
Yugoslavia and saw first¬ 
hand the steep cost many 
paid for their religious 
convictions. 

Penner was no stranger 
to persecution. His own 
grandparents were sent 


from their homeland, 
Ukraine, to Siberia 
because of their faith, but 
it wasn’t until Yugoslavia 
that he decided he want¬ 
ed to advocate for other 
Christians. 

He jumped at an oppor¬ 
tunity to work as a devel¬ 
opment director for the 
VOM-Canada in 1997 - a 
ministry working to bring 
public awareness to the 
issue of persecution.

Glenn Penner, an author 
and missionary who 
helped thousands of 
Christians come to terms 
with being tortured for 
their faith, died after a 
seven-year battle with 
cancer, Jan 26. He was 48 
years old. 

Last week people from 
across the nation - and 
abroad - attended 
Penner’s memorials in 
Mississauga, Ont. and 
Didsbury, Alta., his home¬ 
town. 

E-mails from Sri Lanka, 
Ghana, Scotland and 
Finland, poured in from 
those not able to attend 
but who were inspired by 
Penner during his 12 
years as development 
director and CEO of The 
Voice of the Martyrs 
Canada (VOM-Canada), 
an organization dedicated 
to persecuted Christians.

Tories lagging 
behind on distracted 
driving law

The Tories claim distracted driving is a top priority, yet 
they are not planning to reveal legislation anytime soon. 

The minister of transportation said he will not be intro¬ 
ducing a ban to the legislature this session and refuses to 
nail down a date for when he will. It will happen, when it 
happens, he says. 

It is contradictory to pay the amount of lip service to 
distracted driving this government has and then fail to 
act on it. 

If this is truly a top priority, then the Tories need to set 
a target and act on it. 

The province has been “working’’ on distracted driving 
legislation since 2007 but three years later, still has noth¬ 
ing to show for it. Neither are the Tories clear about 
when it could bring forward a ban. 

Last November, Martin Dupuis, spokesperson for the 
Ministry of Transportation said, “We continue ... you 
know researching this and especially looking at how 
these legislations other provinces are putting in place is 
working for them in reducing collisions on the road and 
this research takes time.” 

When asked how much time, Minister of 
Transportation Luke Ouellette, said it won’t be done as 
far as five years from now. 

“You want me to commit to a date, but I’m not going to 
do that," he said. 

Ouellette said he believes a law is important. It could 
help reduce “over 90 per cent of crashes occurring 
because of driver error” - but it has to be “done right." 

That means taking the time to come up with a “big pic¬ 
ture" law - to ban cellphones, eating and applying make¬ 
up while driving - that is practical and enforceable, he 
said. 

Dr. Louis Francescutti, an injury researcher at the 
University of Alberta and founder of the Coalition for 
Cellphone Free Driving, believes the Tories are stalling. 

“If they had a plan, they would have shared it a long 
time ago. No one has seen hide nor hair of it," he said. 

Francescutti, also an emergency physician, believes the 
government should chuck its plan for a “big picture” ban 
on distracted driving and prevent cellphone use instead. 

“They pretend they are doing the right thing by taking 
years to create a big ban...but it is not makeup or eating 
that is the ntgjor problem. It’s cellphone use," 
Francescutti said. 

“How long does it take you to put on lipstick or eat 
compared to being involved in a conversation?”

Community needs Lions Bus 


While working within a number of 
different niral communities over the 
past six years, I have noted that a com¬ 
mon harrier to seniors’ independence 
remains a lack of transportation 

My urban colleagues have unlimited 
transportation resources and there¬ 
fore their seniors are able to hook 
physician appointments, run errands 
and participate in recreation and com¬ 
munity events without restriction. Last 
week's front page article regarding the 
possible decrease or closure of the 
Lions bus service, Ls appalling. 

As the Recreation Therapist of the 
Aspen Ridge Lodge in Didsbury, I book 
the Lions bus approximately three 
times per month to provide communi¬ 
ty outings for the residents of the 
lodge. This service enables our resi¬ 
dents to participate in community 
events like the Remembrance Day 
service, social teas, socialize with 


friends from other lodges, experience 
the communities they helped build 
and to participate in recreational pur¬ 
suits e.g. bowling, shopping, bingo, 
etc. 

Through our planned outings last 
year the Lions bus provided 182 resi¬ 
dents the opportunity to engage in our 
community. We also paid the Lions 
club $2,306.40 for providing this serv¬ 
ice. If t he Lions club purchased a larg¬ 
er bus, as the current bus can only 
hold seven residents and a staff mem- 
l>er, I guarantee more residents would 
he attending community events and 
outings. It Ls rare not to have our sign¬ 
up sheets for outings full to overflow¬ 
ing with residents interested in partic¬ 
ipating in community outings. 

I am also aware that the Carstairs 
Community bus Ls no longer in service 
and that Chinook Winds Lodge, 
Carstairs, also utilizes the Didsbury 


Lions bus service. 

I believe affordable accessible trans- 
|)ortation Ls fundamental in maintain¬ 
ing the independence of our seniors. 
In a community such as Didsbury, with 
a large senior population, the 
Didsbury Lions bus Ls an essential 
service. I would like to encourage the 
residents of this community to utilize 
the Lions bus to ensure this service 
will be around for years to come as 
our senior population grows in line 
with the projections for thLs area. 

I would also encourage the l-ions 
bus to further pursue the option of 
replacing the current bus with a larger 
model. We are very fortunate to live in 
a rural community with the Ijons bus 
service available to us.

For the first five years, 
he informed the public 
about persecution, lent 
aid to Christians strug¬ 
gling to make a livelihood 
in other countries and 
advocated on behalf of 
Christians to political and 
religious leaders. 

“I recall him going up 
on stage at a conference 
in Columbia and he 
talked about pastors 
being killed just a ways 
away for their faith. No 
one liked hearing that and 
he was chased out of 
town ... that happened a 
lot," said Greg 
Musselman, a friend and 
colleague of Penner. 

Some countries, like 
Eritrea near Ethiopia, 
Africa, went as far as to 
put Penner on a no-fly list 
- hostile to his work with 
Christians. 

In 2002, five years after 


starting with VOM- 
Canada, doctors diag¬ 
nosed Penner with 
leukemia. In an interview 
with 100 Huntley Street 
in October, he said his 
work with the persecuted 
prepared him for his fight 
with the disease. 

“You realize suffering is 
a normal part of what it 
means to be a Christian,” 
he said. 

“We don’t talk about 
that much in the church. 
We do everything we can 
to live comfortably, but 
that’s not what it means 
to follow Christ.” 

Two years after he was 
diagnosed with cancer he 
wrote a book called In 
the Shadow of the Cross, 
which looked at the role 
of suffering and persecu¬ 
tion in Christianity. It is a 
in-depth look at the Bible 
and meant for the perse¬ 
cuted he spent years 
advocating for. 

“So often people ask 
‘why me? Is God punish¬ 


ing me? Is that why I am 
going through what I 
am?’" said Tom White, 
VOM-USA. 

“This book shows peo¬ 
ple they are not being 
punished. It looks at his¬ 
torical patterns in the 
struggle for faith to show 
... suffering has always 
been there." 

The book has been 
translated into several 
languages, including 
Arabic, and taught all 
over the world in places 
like China, India, Ukraine 
and Egypt. 

“This (book) is his lega¬ 
cy. It’s a unique look at 
something not talked 
about in the evangelical 
church ... and at some 
point people are going to 
see him as one of the 
great theologians in 
Canada because of it,” 
Musselman said. 

Penner leaves behind 
his wife, Denita, and his 
three children - Joel, 
Becky and David.

Senior lodges in this 
region have been told about 
the grandparent scam and 
are informing their resi¬ 
dents to keep alert. 

Aspen Ridge Lodge is 
bringing in the RCMP in 
early March to inform resi¬ 
dents on how to handle the 
calls. Chinooks Winds 
Lodge had a presentation 
last Wednesday. 

“The best thing to do is 
hang up ... or call relatives 
to verify the person you 
talked with Ls who he said 
he was,” said Const. 
Danielle Morrison, who 


gave a presentation to over 
30 lodge residents last 
week. 

“Be very, very careful in 
releasing money to any¬ 
one.” 

Gwen Pratt, 88, also from 
Chinook Winds Ixxlge said 
her “favourite great-grand¬ 
son” asked for $3,000 to be 
wired to him to fix his car. 
He had gotten into a car 
crash in Montreal. 

“I guess I should have 
hung up when I realized it 
wasn’t my grandchild but I 
was so curious I kept asking 
questions,” she said. 

The grandparent scam is 
rising in popularity - likely 
because few people are 
aware of it, said Robertson 


of Phonebusters. 

In 2008 the Canadian 
Anti-Fraud Centre had 
reports of 130 failed 
attempts by fake relatives 
to con money through the 
grandparent scam and 69 
successful pleas. Seniors 
were bilked a total of 
$157,452. 

Last year, 493 Canadians 
complained about grand¬ 
parent scams, while 138 fell 
victim to it and lost a total 
$500,000. 

“We believe these num¬ 
bers only represent five per 
cent of the scams that occur 
... the number of com¬ 
plaints and successes are 
likely much, much higher,” 
Robertson said.

Government of Alberta ■ 
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Police crack down on distracted driving

Albertans who talk, tweet or eat while at the wheel 
this month could find themselves getting a lecture 
from police, as departments try to drive home the dan¬ 
gers of being distracted. 

“We want to let people know how unsafe distracted 
driving is - it contributes to 20 to :10 per cent of crash¬ 
es,” said RCMP Cpl. Eric Irani. 

From parents yelling at their children, to drivers 
reading or putting on makeup, Irani has seen it all. It 
frustrates him to know people are dying needlessly 
over the bad habits, he said. 


“Collisions could be avoided if people just kept their 
eyes on the road and their hands on the wheel. They 
can wait to do all that other stuff.” 

As part of the annual campaign, Mounties, sheriffs 
and municipal police forces will be conducting check- 
stops and roaming patrols to find inattentive drivers. 

It’s not illegal in Alberta to read or talk while driv¬ 
ing. 

While many provinces like British Columbia and 
Ontario, have already banned the use of hand held 
cellphones on the road, Alberta’s law is still in the 
works. 

The Ministry of Transportation has been looking at a 
broad distracted driving ban since 2007 and hasn’t yet 


confirmed when it will be introduced. 

But that doesn’t mean police can’t pull drivers over 
and charge them for careless driving. 

Sgt. Jeff .Jacobson said this month’s campaign is all 
about education, though his detachment won’t hesi¬ 
tate to crack down on dangerous drivers. 

When people update a Facebook page on their smart 
phone or blindly follow GPS units they can be as care¬ 
less as impaired drivers, he said. 

“We often get phone calls of possible impaired driv¬ 
ers and it turns out it’s someone on their cellphone, 
swerving all over the road or running stop signs,” he 
said. 

“When they do that, we look to get involved."
